Bat stop end think bow your ooodlUooe 
era due to surroundings. You In child¬ 
hood reoelvod tbe Influences of noble 
Uvea, tba prayers you learned at your 
mother's hue*, tbe sweet oonleuUaeul 
of happy homes. 

" Every one of you la a mixture of 
good sod bad tendencies, and I say that 
If, Instead of tboaa restraining Influ¬ 
ences, there bad beeo another setting— 
lf|you bad bean brought up In a scraggy 
tenement—then 1 eey that soma of you 
would bavo beeo drunkards or crimi¬ 
nals, or both, and your President, the 
reverend rector, Mr. Mena, might have 
beeo No. 600 lo the Rogues’ Gallery.

•Itratlon plants, the Butler Water 
Oompaoy, watch furnishes the eupply, 
hen eafleleat lo oiear all Its water, 
hut typhoid germ* raooived from tha 
drataiag* of tha slope* of a typhoid 
rtddao oountry district have brought 
dUeaaa and death to tba oommuoliy.

It lc presumed tbat oo private Inter¬ 
acts In tbla town would materially 
b«n'fit by ao coforoomeot of any 
revoralonvry right that might follow 
aa ahen^uumeot of tba Morris Canal as 
a waterway. Tnar* la a possibility tbat 
•oat manufacturing lo Ur eats might 
suffer from such a change, but oompar¬ 
ing tha poMlbla advantages and tba 
disadvantage*, It appears that ultimately 
tba town would largely gala flannel ally 
If a trolley Una or steam railroad was 
substituted for tba present useless 
o*oal ditch, and public aapUmeot here 
would no doubt approve of a legislative 
enactment that would permit of the 
turning of the canal property to rail¬ 
road use*, either trolley or steam. 

Tho cry has boon raised that • great 
•teal ” la somewhere Involved In tho 
oanai question, and tha asm* people 
who are Insinuating that a steal Is In 
evidence will not bcctllaU to Insinuate 
bribery lo the event of the Legislature 
passing a oanai abandonment blU. 
Tbe canal queatloo can he dealt with 
from a purely business point of view 
sod upon aa booeat basis, sod tha 
members of tha Legist at ur a should not 
ba deterred in eotlng upon tbe canal 
abandonment question by prematura 
bowlings about steals or bribery. 

Tbe Issue la one of material betfefit 
or delrlmeot to tbe municipalities along 
tbe line of tbe osnal. Tbe Morris Caoal 
la not like tbe Erie Canal, a continental 
line. Tbe Delaware River at tbe 
western end of It la not a navigable 
stream to wblob tbe oanai oao sot aa 
commercial adjunct, and tba eommer- 
cla Importance of tbe canal aa a trans¬ 
portation Una from New York harbor 
Inland la of small conaequeooe, and 
there la no apparent advantage to be 
gained by the expenditure of millions of 
dollars In an effort to make tho Morris 
Canal a waterway of commercial im¬ 
portance. 

Tha mala question then la the con¬ 
version of a dead and useless antiquated 
transportation Uao Into a oaafui and 
darn Una. It ta obvious that auob 
a eh saga wtU accrue to tha material 
benefit of tho Essex County territory 
traversed by tha oanai, and there ta 
ample reason and Justification for tba 
Essex County members of tbe Assembly 
voting for a measure tbat will result In 
a conversion of tba oanai property to 
some more practical and beneficial use 
than ll Is now put to. 

Tbe Newark Board of Trade In con¬ 
sidering tbe question of oanai abandon¬ 
ment viewed It fiom tbe commercial 
standpoint and reached the oooeluslon 
that a ebanga In tbe use of tbe property 
was needed, and would prove of benefit 
to Newark, and so recommended. No 
one for a moment supposes tbat tha 
Newark Board of Trad* would permit 
Itself to be made a party to a ate*', or 
that Its oonelualooa wars reached by 
tha aid of oorporata financial Influence* 
laconically termed bribery. Tha New¬ 
ark Board of Trad* took up and con¬ 
sidered the canal question In tbo same 
light that the mambaca of tha Leglala.
